B o t h political parties are divided 
on the tariff and currency questions, 
and though there will be to some 
extent a re-alignment growing out 
of the discussion now going on, it is 
not at all probable that it will cause 
the disintegration of either organi­ 
zation, or afford an opportunity for 
the success of any new party. 
The 
questions at issue will come before 
the party conventions in 1894 and 
1896 and it will be found that the de­ 
mocracy will adopt a policy substan­ 
tially satisfactory to the west and 
south, without being radical enough 
to drive away the bulk of northern 
and eastern democrats.

If it be possible to eliminate the

be pleased to give your readers a

This is rather a sad picture, but 
I assure you that the above was the 
substance of a lengthy deliverance

talking. 
Of course no names were 
called, and no requests weie made 
for them, for I must coniess that I 
did not want to know them. 
The question is, “ How long can 
this 
country stand 
this 
state of 
things?” 
Rome lost her place among the 
nations when she lost her honor. 
We are proud of the distinction 
of being considered a Christian na­ 
tion— an asylum for the oppressed. 
How can we be a Christian nation 


before the car of state is precipitat­ 
ed into the whirlpool of a revolu­ 
tion that is fearful to even contem­ 
plate. 
Another phase of 
this subject, 
and one that cannot be the harbinger 
of any good, is the spirit of discord 
that rules among party men. 
“ A 
house divided against itself cannot 
stand” is an axiom given us by the 
Savior of all men, and we certainly 
would do well to live up to it, not 
only in the church but the state as 
well. 
Again there is a flippant disregard 
to official position, and the dignity 
of office has lost its signficance, and 
in sluring the officer they degrade 
the office. 
I am no man-worshiper 
and would 
not 
council 
anything 
of 
the 
kind, 
but 
when 
men 
in high places are abused by harsh 
and unreasonable speeches the in­ 
ference is that in making a personal 
attack, we forget the high and re­ 
sponsible position to which our fel­ 
low man has been, for the time, en­ 
trusted, and commit a grave error 
in denying respect and honor to the 
office. 
The 
presidency of 
the United 
States is second to no civil office 
wdthin the gift of man. As patriotic 
citizens \ve should aid him in the 
discharge of his arduous duties by 
holding up his hands until the bat­ 
tle is won. 
To do otherwise is but 
to invite discord and maybe disaster 
where harmony and victory should 
reign supreme. 
It is to be hoped that we have not 
entered upon those “ last days” so 
graphically foretold shall come upon 
us, “ When men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy, witti- 
out natural affection, truce-breakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, high-minded, lovers 
of ])leasures more than lovers of 
Uiod.” 
Let us hope and pray that 
none of these things come upon us.

No freight train ever ran at such 
sj)ee(.l as did an ore train on the 
Duluth and Iron Range road last 
hriday.

miles the average descent is nearly loo 
feet to the mile, while for part of the 
way the grade is 3 teet in 100, one 
of the steepest in America outside 
a few of the mountain roads.

Friday afternoon as a train in 
charge of Conductor 
Manarie and 
Fhigincer Weaver started down the 
hill the engineer found to his horror 
that the air wouldn’t work. 
Q u ick ­ 
er than the \vords are read a fearful 
momentum was reached by the thir­ 
ty loaded ore cars and the mogul 
engine. 
In three minutes after the 
train had broken loose its speed 
was fifty miles an hour, as shown by 
the speed indicator in the caboose. 
While at this speed 
the 
fireman 
jumped, 
and though his life was 
saved he will be a cripple for years, 
and there is not a spot of his body 
not covered with bruises. 
The train crew succeeded in get­ 
ting control of the runaway by the 
use of hand brakes after its speed 
had reached ninety miles an hour. 
The train was 
so enveloped in a 
cloud of dust and smoke and sparks 
from the heated brakes that it was 
almost impossible to see the length 
of one car. 
Two years ago a freight on the 
same road reached a speed of 
120 
miles an hour before it was dummied 
in the ditch on the same hill.
